| H E ſinful Lapſes of Chriſtians, eſpecially high pretenders to Re* 
l ligion,and moſt of all, of the 5nifers of the Goſpel, have been ex” 
treamly ſtumbling in all Ages of the Church, our own not ex” 
cepted ; And what indeed can be more provoking in the ſight 
of a Holy God, or grievous to'His people? What hath a greater tenden- 
cy to promote Atheiſm, encourage Vice, and harden the Enemies of our 
Religion in their Different errors, than the ſcandalous Lives of perſons,

Rumor of his Scandal aroſe ( and was then told him.) before he went to- 
Edinburgh, and became ſo Flagrant, during his Six Weeks ablence, that we 
had ſcarce Confidence to ſet forth our Heads ; it being the. common talk 
of our miſled Diſſenters, and many others through their Influence, Honeſt 
Ar. Hepburn muſt be perſecuted, but they can keep Adulterers among themſelves ; 
And when Mr. Clanny returned Home, fſeverals of his own Charge affirm- 


ed that till that Offence were removed, they could not be edified by his.

or Commentary: And albeit we be abundantly fatisfied, that his Malicious 
Manner of Writing the foreſaid Book, is a ſufficient Confutatfort cf it, 
to any Intelligent Reader; Yet, left the Weak and Injudicicus be 
Impoſed upon, or Ill Men:Glory over us, we thought it proper, ina

Anſwer- 
ed, ot moch. Interogat, if he lay with her oftner than once ? Anſwered, 
That he didit many times. Interrogat how ſhe went from Kirkbeen ? Anſ- 
wered, That ſhetold Mr. Clanny beforeſhe went out of his Houſe ( which was 
_ this Year, after Newyears day ) that ſhe was with Child to him. Interrogat, 
if ſhe was conveened before the Seflion of Kirkbeen, before ſhe left that

might Glorify GOD by an Ingenuous Confeſſion : Which when-- the Moderator. 
had done; He returned, that He Bleſſed GOD he was Innccent, but the Pres- 
bytrie had not taken GOD*fs Methods with him,and that all the Brethren 
had a Pzque at him. And the Presbytrie withall, confidering that by anA&t 
of the General Afſembly of thisChurch, Amo 1694.A4pril 6. Seſſion 7; NoAp- 
peals could be admitted, if not given in within Ten Days after Sentence : And 
alſo, That the foreſaid Paper was not given in within the ſaid time, it was 
yoted, that it could neither beRead nor ſuſtained as an Appeal;whereupon the 
Moderator returned it back unto him. 

Furthermore, The Moderator making Report, that'after he had pub- 
lickly Intimat the Presbytries A&t of Suſpenſion in Xirkbeen, Mr. Clanny- 
ſtood up before the Congregation, and moſt Injuriouſly Reproached ard: 
Refle&ed upon the Presbytrie in the following Particulars :: Viz. He pub- 
lickly told the People, "That che Brethren that Sufpended him, were buc 
Five in Number, and no Ruling Elders; whereas:truely,. there were Eight 
Miniſters. and "Three Elders. And particularly, thatMr. Hlliam 
AT millan, Mr. Andrew Reid, and Mr. Fohn Henderſcn were ab- (*) Fee 
ſent (*), whereas they were all three Preſezz. He ſaid to:the the Seuc— 
People that Elpet Dick/onsConfeſlion was fraudulently extcorted runt. Pas, 
from her by ſome of his Brethren, who bad her Cenfef, for Mr..

Clanny had Confefjed already: He likewiſe ſaid- publickly, That 

God wouldbe avengedon his Brethren for their proceeding againſt. him; And that an 
Imperions Presbytrie was Equivalent to a Lerdly Byſhop. Andnow, Mr. Clansy: 
beingCharged. with theſe things, & enquired at, how he came to utter ſuch 
tying Calumnicsand Refletions upon the Presbycrie, and that ſo Publickly be- 
fore a Congregation of People, and fo raſhly, withcur. any certain Intel-

ing guilty of Drunkenneſs at ſeveral times, and particularly in Adam Grinlay 
in the Glen of Newabbayhis Houſe; and the ſaid Adam and his Wite being 
this day Providentially in Town,and now upon notice given them, Com- 
pearing,and-borh of them being purged of Malice and partial Counſel,arid 
Solemnly Sworn in preſence ofthe ſaid Mr. Clanny ( who ſaid he could Ob- 
ject nothing againſt their being admitted. Witneſſes in this Scandal ) Lhe 
{aid Adm deponed, that Mr. Clanny came to his Houſe, from Drumfries, 
upon a certain Night after Harvef# 1695. and that he was Drunk as he 
thought. Aargaret Briggs, the ſaid Adam Grinlay's Spouſe, being interro-

Upon which, all parties being removed, and the Presbyrie conſidering 
the whole complex buſineſs, they found ſeveral things in his Caſe that

Being Asked, how it came to paſs, ſhe was Examined 
that ſhe told not this before? (&.) Anſwered, That by the Presbytrie f 
ſhe concealed it ſo long, becauſe he vas a Miniſter of the-Goſ= Kairkcudbright, 
pel, Being Asked, if ſhe had Carnal Dealing with a- 

ny other Man, ſince ſhe firſt knew him Carnally? Anſwered, No: And 
that ſhe would never have Fathered her Child upon him, if ſhe had had any other 
Farber to it. "The which Confeſſion being Read over to Elfet Dickſen, ſhe firm 
ly Adhered thereto as formerly, and faid, ſhe would go to the Death with

Mr. Hugh Clanny and Elſpet Dickſon being Confronted, the Synod thought 


fit, to Examine them upon the Articles of her former Confeſſion, viz. Who

Mr. Clanny alledged, for his Exculpation, that he Wrote to Mr. Bryden in

Or otherwiſe, to Secure her, till ſhe found Baill to Anſwer ; Which Let- 
ter was Atteſted by Mr. Cameron, a Miniſter of that Presbytrie.

= Fathering the Child upon him? He Anſwered, He could not remem- 
er any. 


The Teftificat and Guinee, which were produced before this Synod, at 
their laſt Sederunt; And which, together with another Guince, had been 
produced befare the Presbytrie of Drumfrew, being ſhown to Mr. Clan- 
2y, he flatly Denyed, that ezther the Write, or Subſcription, were his; Alled- 
ging, that it was not the firſt time, that his Hand had been Counterfeir- 
ed, of which he Averred, that he could produce a Remarkable Inſtance :

The Teſtificat being Viewed carefully by the moſt part of the Synod,and 
diligently Compared with other. Papers and Subſcriptions under Mr.Clanny's 
Hand, preceeding the Date of the ſaid Teftificat, The Brethren being Asked one 
by one, Declared, they could oblerve no Difference betwixt the Papers 
and the foreſaid Certificat, but what might be occaſioned by differentPens 
orInks, or ſuch other Cauſes, in the Writings of one and the ſame Perſon 
And as for the Subſcriptions, its the Judgment of the Brethren, that they, 
are very like one to another. While the Synod was Conſidering the Cer- 
tificat, heralledged,that he was certainly Informed, that Elſpet Dickfons Mo- 
thers Name was Fanet Henderſon, and not Fanet Anderſon, as the Certificat 
bears ; But he brought no Proof of this : And the Synod had g00d Infor-

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When Mr. Clanny had heard what this Woman had ſaid, He gave the 
following Account cf theMatter of Fac. viz.That the ſaid Newall had im- 
mediatly before, exceedingly provoked him, by abuſive Language and 
Behaviour ; And thereafter, as Mr. Clanny was returning from the fields 
to his Houſe, the ſaid Newall mett him with a Staff, which Mr.Clanny 
threw out off his Hands, thinking he minded to Strik at tim; And 
thereupon he thruſt him down upon a Dounghil, and Nipped his Ears, 
which made Newall cry -out, Murder! And the faid Newall endeavouring 
to remove Mr.Clanny's Hands from his Ears ſcratched his Face with his 
own Nails, which 44. Clin ſaic,were like Birds Claws. 

Mary Bacon Deponed, That ſhe heard William Newall cry Oh Murder t 
Whereupon ſhe Ran and ſaw Mr. Clanmny above him, ( but ſhe could not 
tell if Mr. Clanny was off his Feet, or upon them ) and when ſhe enquired 
what he was doing, Mr. Clanny replyed ſmiiingly, That he was Nipping 
his Lugs for abauting him, Upon which ſhe Anſwered, That, if it was he, 
be doing ; And thereupon ſhe returned to her own Houſe, and knew no 
more ofic. She further declares, ſhe ſaw neither Striking nor :Blood. 
"ang becauſe ſhe couid not Write, ſhe gave the Clark -power to Subſcribe 

or her. 

Becauſe Mr. Clamy had Objeced againſt Fob» Bridge, That he was not 
of Competent Age tobe a Witneſs, and that he was a Profain Swearer in 
his daily Practiſe ; The Synod found by the Teſtimony of Adam Dickſon 
and others of the Elders and People of Kirkbeen, that he is Aged about 
Eighteen Years at leaſt : And that for ſeveral Years by paſt ( fince he was 
bound Apprentice to Fohy Martin Smith in Kirkbeen ) He has neither 
been addicted to Swearing, nor any other Vice. And the Synod having 
tryed his Kncwledge. asto the Nature of an Oath, They found him Cap- 
abletobea Witneſs.

To which Fobn Mitchelſon replyed that there was never Duſt pur into it 
but what the AMilln left in ſhilling, and the Wind in Winnowing it; and 
that all due pains was taken to make it clean: And this he faid he would 
depon upon his Oath. Mr. Clanny granted that Adam Dickſon roffered 
in fohn Mitchelſon's Name to exahange the Meal after the Aﬀair was Tabl- 
ed before the Court, and before the Decreet paſt; or to give him as much 
as would. make it ſufficient, but he thought not himſelf obliged to accept 
that offer.

great Evidence of a Generows Temper, For all which Detractons, ( altho 
Mr. Clanny did already tell him, that he had no need of his Prayers, yet ) 


he Beggs him Repentance and Pardon from a Merciful GOD. 
As for the Calumnious, and Revengeful Expreflions of his Imbittered 


Spirit againſt {dam Craik of Arvigland, and whereby he ſpares not to De. _ 


fame his Deceafed Father, who had done Mr. Clanny many good Offices ; 
Arbigland Anſwers in ſhort, That theſe are only the Product of that ſame 
Malicious Temper,he diſcovers againſt the fore-mentionedMiniſters, whom 
he hath the Honour to be Ranked amongſt: And it ill becomes a Miniſter, 
preſumed Guilty of Adultery, and Depoled for other Grofs Scandals, to 
Charge his Parochioner with Immoralities, ( Nam turpe eff Dotori cum Cul.

—_—_— in our Judicatories anent Mr. Clanny,and what method he has taken 

hitherto, from the time of his Depoſition ( which are contained at large 

in our Records ) we ſhall deduce the whole into theſe few particulars. 

Primo, Notwithſtanding he had appealed from the Synod to the next enfu- 
| ing General Aſembly, Anno 1697, yet he never appeared to proſecute his 
( Appeal; albeit the Clerk had at his deſire Extracted his whole Proceſs, and 
þ ſignifyed by a Line, that he ſhould have it upon demand. Secundo, the 
Presbytrie by appointment of the Synod offered him on Oath of Purgati- 
on of his preſumed Adultery with»E/ſper Dickſons, with conditional impre- 
cationsin it. He propoſed ſcruples againſt that form of Oath which were 
Anſwered by appointment of the Synod, to their Satisfaction. And 
yet ſo far from his, that in a large Paper given in to the Presbytrie, he 
Summoned the Synod and Presbytrie to compear before the Tribunal of 
Gods Juſtice, as hathbeen ſaid, and Appealed to the General Aſſembly 
» 1698. But did not Proſecute that Appeal more than the former. Tertzo,, 
TheSynod having referred that part of hisProceſs, which had reſpe& tothe 


foreſaid Form of Oath to the ſaid Aſſembly ;who leaving the Confiderati- 
on thereof to the Reverend Commiſſion, they tranfmitted 'a Coppy of it to 
the Synod, with their Emendations, yetio as the ſame conditional Impreca- 
tions were continued; this draught being ſent to Mr. Clanny, and he Thrice 
Cited to appear before the Presbytrie, He neither came himſelf, nor ſent 
any Excuſe. of his Ablence: Whereupon, being declared Contamaciow, the

blie, repaired to London, (notwirhſtanding of his Wifes- dangerous Sick- 
neſs, which hepretends as the Reaſon of his Excuſe for not attending the - i 
General Aſſembly, in Proſecution of his Appeal) to Addreſs the Kings if 
Majeſty (ashe gave out ) and brought home his Scurrilous Pamphler” |} 
Having been deprived of Acceſs to the King, he took the Confidence ro: #
